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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Windham School Board: 

I take pleasure in presenting to you my eighth an- 
nual report as superintendent of schools. This year 
has been unusually crowded with work. Measure- 
ments have been made of the difference between the 
progress children make in rural and urban schools. 
The achievement made by pupils was determined by 
a power test given in November. The progress of the 
children will be determined by another power test 
given in April. This testing, together with the gen- 
eral office reorganization occasioned by the fire in 
Adams Memorial Hall has made an abundance of 
work. I am accordingly making a short report. 

Teachers . 

There are two problems uppermost in the minds of 
the Windham teachers. The uppermost one is salary: 
The other one is the advisability of the testing pro- 
gram. | 

While a majority of the teachers feel the need of 
a larger salary only one teacher is dissatisfied with 
the contract she made with the school board. The 
lengthened school year was discussed fully by teach- 
ers in teachers meeting. In fact the teachers expres- 
sed themselves, on their own initiative, and without 
a dessenting vote, as in favor of an increased school 
year as advisable for the general welfare of the 
children. 

Aside from the enforcement of a full year of teach- 
ing, construed to be one hundred and eighty days by 
the State Board of Education, the problem arises 
with the school board of what to do ahout the salary 
question. It is obvious that surrounding towns in 
New Hampshire and Massachusetts are paying much 
larger salaries to teachers even in rural schools. The 
time that teachers give out of their lives is just as 
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valuable to them if given to small schools as larger 
schools. In fact the teachers prefer the larger schools. 
Restated then the problem is, does Windham want 
equally good teaching in all of its schools or is the 
higher quality of teaching to be reserved for the 
larger schools. If Windham pursues the policy of 
securing equally good teachers for all schools then 
the question arises of the ability of the town to pay 
for such services. This is a matter for the towns 
people to decide. The most that I can say about the 
solution of your problem is that a fair ratio of school 
appropriations is one third of the total] appropriations 
of the school district and town combined. In many 
places, particularly rural, the school appropriation is. 
One half of the total appropriation of the town. Just 
what is an equitable distribution of the total appro- 
priations of the town can only be determined by the 
people and their desires concerning the civic disposi- 
tion of public funds. One thing is certain. It is im- 
possible to maintain five schools upon approximately 
the same budget as four schools. The deficit we in- 
curred by attempting to do this is still with us. 
Tests . 
A few of the teachers were in doubt about the value 
of the tests given the children to determine the pro- 
gress of pupils through the grades. They may be com- 
pared to the thermometer. In arithmetic problems, 
the third grade child should score 49; the fourth 
grade child, 56; the fifth grade child, 60; the sixth 
grade child, 64; the seventh grade child, 72; the 
eighth grade child, 78 on the spring tests. 
In like manner scales are made in the other sub- 
jects. Some teachers make thermometers of reading, 
writing, arithmetic, spelling, history and geography. 
These are hung on the walls of the school room go 
that the pupil may compare their marks to the stand- 
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ards and thus know how high he should stand in each 
subject for this grade. This is one of the best things 
a teacher may do to Keep herself and children in- 
formed of the progress of her school.

Our teachers are all much interested in their school 
work. They are anxious to do what is right by their 
pupils. They are also mindful of their own welfare. 
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This is a wide awake intelligent attitude toward life 
and what it offers. The recent tests show that all of 
them are doing well. Their efforts are appreciated 
by me. Parents and citizens should visit our school 
rooms to learn first hand what is being done in the 
school room. A word of commendation for good 
work of the school teacher is appreciated by them 
equally as much as by workers in other walks of life. 
Personally I am glad to contribute these few words 
of commendation fer the work of our teaching force. 
Too often in the pressure of administrative and sta- 
tistical details we neglect to express our app”eciation 
of the human element with which we are dealing. 
The tests given last Fall show that the rural school 
teachers are holding their pupils up to as high a level 
of achievement as the urban teachers. In some sub- 
jects notably spelling the rural pupils did better than 
pupils in single grades. I attribute the success of 
these pupils to a well organized course of study, fre- 
quent checking of this with the report card, and the | 
character qualities of persistence and industry that 
rural life fosters. None of this could have been ac- 
complished without the guidance of skilled teaching. 


Health Report 


The school nurse reports that her examinations 
were made in early Fall. The children were weighed, 
measured, and tested in sight and hearing. Thirteen 
children were ten per cent or more underweight. Six 
children were operated upon for tonsils and adenoids 
during the past school year. Five children were spec- 
ially examined for eye defects and fitted to glasses. 
A Toxin-Antitoxin clinic for the prevention of dipth- 
eria was held in November. Fifty five children took 
this treatment.
